Pineapple Cobbler. 


A correspondent writes and asks me 
to describe what is called a pineapple 
dake, not a layer cake, which she pro- 
ceeds to describe as follows: 

First, a rather deep cake tin is well 
‘buttered, then a layer of dark brown 
| sugar is spread on the bottom, about 
half an inch thick, and on the sugar 
| are laid whole slices of pineapple. 


Over -the pineapple is poured a cake 


; batter. When baked the cake comes 
‘ out of the pan nicely with the pine- 
apple “inlaid” in its bottom, which 
then becomes the top, and the sugar 
has formed a caramel over all. ‘I should 
Ifke to know how to cook such a cake 
so that the caramel would not be as 
hard as candy; whether to cover it part 
of the baking period,.whether or not 
to put it in the top or the bottom of 
the oven, and what kind of a batter to 
make. I suppose a sponge cake batter 
would do, but what I have eaten seemed 
to have some shortening in it, although 
it. was light and delicate.” 

Without seeing and tasting of the 
cooked batter part I cannot tell what it 
might be like, but I think one might 
get good results with a “sweet muffin 
batter—baking powder. 

The lining of the baking tin with a 
caramel is a difficult task, but per-

And there was more of the same sort 
of information forthcoming in support 
of charges that Commissioner Busse 
has earned the name of “ Busy Busse,” 
because of the large number of items 


before the preserve commission in 
which he is personally interested. 

But, on behalf of the defense, it has 
been said that this is a natural result 
of the business affairs of the Busse 
family. The commissioner is one of 
the “three kings of the country dis- 
tricts,” whom, the independent Repub- 
licans of the suburbs predict, will be 
dethroned politically next April. 

And Busse, more than the other two 
-—~Assessor Weber and Coroner Hoff- 
man—in their bailiwicks, rules in his 
village of Mount Prospect with many 


He is president of the village board. 
His son, William Busse Jr., is the post- 
master and, incidentally, fire marshal. 
‘The commissioner is president of the 
Mount Prospect National bank, which 
includes five Busses among its officers 
and directors. (The bank, of course, is 
one of the depositaries for. county 
funds.) And William Busse & Son run 
the general store of the village and op- 


Further Ramifications. 

But Mount Prospect isn’t the only 
village that is overshadowed with the 
name of Busse. When the forest pre- 
serve commission bought a tract of 
land near Elk Grove, where Commis- 
sioner Busse was born and broke into 
politics in 1890, there were seven dif- 
ferent Busses listed as grantors of 
title. They were L. C. Busse, August 
Busse, Martin Busse, Frederick Busse, 
Louise Busse, Ernst Busse, and Henry 
W. Busse. 

And in these purchases the attorney 
who represented the commission in 
passing upon the titles was Ralph L. 
Peck. Mr. Peck is listed as vice presi- 
dent of the Busse bank at Mount Pros- 
pect. He is also a county civil service

hold no other lucrative office or employ- 
ment under the United States, the

What Board Paid Peck. 

But Mr. Peck, a Busse appointee, has 
received from the forest preserve com- 
mission as one of its attorneys various 
sums which totaled $1,537 in 1916, 
$1,011 in 1917, $1,537 in 1918, $1,500 in 
1919, and $1,460 in $20, a total of more 
than $8,000. 

But, to return to the accounts of 
William Busse @& Son and William 
Busse Jr., mentioned in the beginning 
of this article—the records of the for- 
est preserve commission show $1,176 
paid to them in 1920 and $748 paid to 
them so far this year.

Other bequests are ones of $1,000 
each to Marshall Grosscup Sampsell 
and David Sylvester Sampsell, sons 
of Marshall Sampsell, appointed re- 
ceiver of the Union Traction company 
by Judge Grosscup, and one of $1,000 
to the public library of Londonville, O. 

Half of the residue of the estate is 
lft to Mrs. Moon, the other half 
to be divided equally between ayes 
nephews.

BEFORE HARD FREEZE. 


Plants in flower beds are dying and 
the rootstalks and bulbs 
taken care of before the ground freezes. 
It is just as essential’ for the flower 
gardner to save the bulbs and root. 
stock for next season's planting, as it 
is for the vegetable gardener to harvest 
seed from his choicest plants for next 
year. | 

Canna plants are often neglected in 
the fall. They are among the most 
commonly grown ornamental piants in 
Chicago and yet there are compara- 
tively few who grow them that take 
care of the roots in the fall. 

There is no wrapping and packing to 
be done and the average appartment 
Gweller is usually able to find a suit- 
able shelf in the basement for canna 
roots. Never store than near a fur. 
nace. They keep best in a fairly coo} 
place where there is plenty of fresh 
air and it is dry. 

After the frost has wilted the leaves 
and the tops are fairly dry they y 
be cut down and the roots dug. Es 
roots have had a chance to develop 
fully this fall and should be in ex- 
cellent condition for storing. In spai- 
ing handle them carefully so that some 
earth will hang to the roots. Where 
they.are grown in sandy soil only = 
émall amount of earth will be retained 
on the rocts, and they will need a thin 
layer of earth sprinkled over them 
after they are put in storage. They 
keep nicely at a temperature around 
forty degrees, and are easily injured 
by moisture; keep them dry. The root.
